OLD GAMBLING DENS TO 
BECOME CHURCH

“The empty, deserted structures 
which once housed Windsor Castles 
and Beverly Gardens, two of Georgia’s 
most notorious night clubs and big- 
time gambling dens, soon will under- 
go a change that will out-magic the 
mutations.of Dr. Jekyll and Mr. Hyde. 

“Within three months, the strains of 
organ music will blend with the voices 
of hundreds of hymn-singers, drown- 
ing out ghostly echoes of clicking 
liquor glasses, the chatter of rolling 
dice, the whir of the roulette wheel, 
and low murmurs and loud laughs 
mingled with soft music. 

“The conversion-to-be came to light 
Wednesday when the Rev. A. M. Phil- 
lips, pastor of the Hemphill Avenue 
Church of God and district church su- 
pervisor, told the Journal that the 
Church of God in Georgia was in pro- 
cess of buying the former night clubs, 
padlocks and all, plus fifty-six acres of 
surrounding property, for a total of 


$73,300. 


“This area, fronting 600 feet on the 
Buford Highway in Gwinnett County, 
about 150 yards from the DeKalb 
County lines, will be transformed into 
a site for campground meetings, youth 
conferences, and other state-wide 
meetings, Mr. Phillips said. 

“Included in the sales transaction 
being handled through Lipscombe- 
Ellis Company, by the Rev. A. V. Beau- 
be, state superintendent of the Church 
of God, are the two night-club build- 
ings, sixteen tourist cabins, and all 
furniture, kitchen equipment, and 
miscellaneous fixtures left in them 
when ‘the law’ locked them up after 
a series of raids between 1938 and 
1943. 


“First to feel the judicial ax about 
four and one-half years ago, was Bev- 
erly Gardens, situated downhill sev- 
eral hundred yards behind Windsor 
Castles and connected to it by paved 
road. Thereafter, all operations were 
moved up to the sister club, which re-

mained open until September, 1943. 

“Still standing as mute testimony 
of the nature of these operations is a 
numbered game board fixed to the 
rear wall of the older club house, To 
the winner went $3,140, the board an- 
nouncement reads. 

“Old Beverly Gardens, church offi- 
cials said, would be renovated into a 
dormitory for religious delegates ... 


“Up in rambling, white-painted 
Windsor Castles, the equipment and 
furnishings are in a better state of 
preservation. The kitchen is fully 
stocked with dishes, silverware, a gas 
stove, and electric refrigerator. 


“The new campground and build- 
ings will need numerous repairs before 
the state-wide Church of God con- 
vention scheduled there for July. Mr. 
Phillips said member volunteers from 
all over Georgia will do the repair and 
clean-up work themselves, free of 
charge for the most part. 


“Long-range plans by the Church call 
for the construction of 150 additional 
cabins and a large concrete and steel 
tabernacle on the grounds, to seat 
4,000 persons. The wood for this build- 
ing program will come right off the 
church property itself, which has 250,- 
000 feet of pine timber. A sawmill 
will be set up to make the lumber. 


“Even if the Church of God hadn’t 
come along, good was bound to have 
triumphed over evil in the end. Outbid 
by the Church for the property was 
another Georgia church group—the 
Free Methodists of Gainesville— who 
sought the sight for conversion into an 
orphanage.” 


The above article was accompanied 
by two large three-column cuts of the 
property and buildings, on the front 
page of the Atlanta Journal.

Rom. 5:12, “Wherefore, as by one 
man sin entered into the world, and 
death by sin; and so death passed up- 
on all men, for that all have sinned.” 


Rom. 6:23, “For the wages of sin is 
death; but the gift of God is eternal 
life through Jesus Christ our Lord.” 

At one time or another we have read 
an account in the paper of some terri- 
ble crime that has been committed 
and the suspect had a given name and 
perhaps a half dozen aliases, but when 
once he was apprehended, the one 
man suffered alone. Regardless of the 
number of fictitious names one may 
have; he may change his mode of 
dress or even have his face lifted; go 
through many torturous operations to 
disguise himself, yet, as sure as he has 
committed the wrong, he will stand to 
answer for it before God. Man may de- 
ceive his companions or his fellow 
man, or perhaps his pastor, but no one 
can cover up wrong and come under 
an assumed name to God. Sin will be 
sin, regardless of how much it is 
sugar-coated. 

The liar may say he only told a fib 
or stretched the blanket or told a 
Jonah or, as some say, a little white 
one. God says all liars shall have their 
part in the lake of fire. I hear some- 
one say, “I will not be alone. I will 
have plenty of company.” You surely 
will, but one thing is certain, company 
will not be enjoyed there. Imagine a 
slight scorch of the flesh in the nat- 
ural, how it sets the entire body in 
pain! What will it be like living for- 
ever, Mark 9:44, “Where their worm 
dieth not, and the fire is not 
quenched.” And remember, all five 
senses are wide awake. Memory will 
not fail. The rich man remembered his 
brethren and saw Lazarus. He felt the 
flames and thirsted for water. And 
don’t forget, all those aliases will be 
locked in one word there—LOST. One 
may say, “I am not a sinner, but I am 
not in the place I ought to be with 
God.”

“There is nothing sinful in that, just 
keeping time with the music or plain 
enjoyment.” Oh, how fast those little 
foxes eat at the tender vines! When 
that boy or girl reaches the age of 
twelve years, and upward, there is 
born in that heart a strong desire for 
worldly amusements. Some may say, 
“That isn’t real sin, just a bit of iniq- 
uity.” God said, speaking of Satan, 
Evek. 28:15, “Thou wast perfect in 
thy ways from the day that thou wast 
created, till iniquity was found in 
thee.” 

Oh, why must sin be so petted, while 
souls are being swept into destruction! 
We, as children of God, need to sound 
the warning to a blinded world.

We begin to be followers of Jesus 
Christ and as such we begin to grow 
in grace and in the knowledge of the 
truth. 

Paul’s instructions are, “Go on un- 
to perfection.” “To obey is better than 
sacrifice, and to hearken than the 
fat of rams,” 1 Sam. 15:22. And Jesus 
said, “If ye love me, keep my com- 
mandments. And I will pray the 
Father, and he shall give you another 
Comforter, that he may abide with 
you for ever; even the Spirit of truth; 
whom the world cannot receive, be- 
cause it seeth him not, neither know- 
eth him: but ye know him; for he 
dwelleth with you, and shall be in 
you. But the Comforter, which is the 
Holy Ghost, whom the Father will 
send in my name, he shall teach you

things we should give our attention 
to are the things the Guide tells us, 
and Jesus says He will guide you 
into all truth. Here is the most im- 
portant thing the traveler on the 
King’s highway is supposed to learn. 
The Guide stops here and purposely 
raises His hand and points His finger 
toward the city of gold and says, “All 
scripture is given by inspiration of 
God, and is profitable for doctrine, 
for reproof, for correction, for in- 
struction in righteousness: that the 
man of God may be perfect, through- 
ly furnished unto all good works,” 2 
Tim. 3:16, 17. 

The doctrine of Jesus is always in 
the singular number. It is good for 
reproof, for correction, for instruction 
in righteousness, Men who are in 
error must be reproved and corrected 
and instructed in the way of right- 
eousness, if they would be perfect. 

Note, “And a certain Jew named 
Apollos, born at Alexandria, an elo- 
quent man, and mighty in the scrip- 
tures, came to Ephesus. This man was 
instructed in the way of the Lord; 
and being fervent in the spirit, he 
spake and taught diligently the things 
of the Lord, knowing only the bap- 
tism of John. And he began to speak 
boldly in the synagogue: whom when 
Aquila and Priscilla had heard, they 
took him unto them, and expounded 
unto him the way of God more per- 
fectly. And it came to pass; that, 
while Apollos was at Corinth, Paul 
having . passed through the upper 
coasts came to Ephesus: and finding 
certain disciples, he said unto them,

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Exploits with Christ 


Text: Verse 10, “The thief cometh 
not, but for to steal, and to kill, and to 
destroy: I am come that they might 
have life, and that they might have it 
more abundantly.” 


We are living in a day of modern 
exploits; exploits of archeology; ex- 
ploits of astronomy, science, and 
chemistry; exploits of various kinds in 
the laboratories of our colleges and 
universities. We, as Christians, are not 
as interested in modern exploits as we 
are in exploits with Christ. Exploits 
with Christ simply means, (1) making 





adventures for Him, (2) achieving a 
brilliant act for the Master, (3) or be- 
ing a hero; (4) an exploit is a deed 
notable especially for courage, valor, 
and fearlessness, 

To exploit with Christ in this life, 
it takes adventure, courage, and faith 
—heroism. 

LIFE 

Life is made up of sorrow, joy, pov- 
erty, riches, sickness, health, griev- 
ances, rejoicing, disappointments, sat- 
isfaction, ignorance, and education. 

I. Life is compared to a shadow, or 
vapor; yea, it is swifter than a weav- 
er’s sHuttle, and is compared to the 
grass of the field, which fadeth at 
noonday. If we turn to physical life 
for adventures, or advancement, alone, 
we find ourselves faced with the 
earthly vision as recorded in Genesis 
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EBy Hev. A. M. Phillips 


John 10:1-11 


3:6: “And when the woman saw that 
the tree was good for food, and that 
it was pleasant to the eyes, and a tree 
to be desired tc make one wise, she 
took of the fruit thereof, and did eat, 
and gave also unto her husband with 
her; and he did eat.” It was the vision 
that caused Lot to lift up his eyes and 
behold all the plains of Jordan, that 
it was well watered everywhere. Gene- 
sis 13:10. Nothing but an earthly vi- 
sion could have caused Achan to say, 
“When I saw among the spoils a good- 
ly Babylonish garment, and two hun- 
dred shekels of silver, and a wedge of 
gold of fifty shekels weight, then I 
coveted them, and took them; and, be- 
hold, they are hid in the earth in the 
midst of my tent, and the silver under 
it,” Joshua 7:21.The devil is a prompt- 
er of every such thing. That is why, 
in Matthew 4:8, he showed Christ, 
from an exceeding high mountain, all 
the kingdoms of the world and the 
glory of them, that he might tempt 
Christ from the vision standpoint; but 
Christ refused. 

This physical world has _ no offer, 
such as Christ offered in my text, “I 
am come that they might have life, 
and that they might have it more 
abundantly.” When a person follows 
earthly visions, he achieves success, his 
fields bring forth plentifully, his barns 
are filled; but he faces that fatal 
night and sentence, “Thou soul shall 
be required of thee.” To merely exist 
is not sufficient. One should desire to 
get the best from life, be adventurous 
for Christ and be a hero for His sake; 
not a hero like Alexander the Great, 
who, when he had conquered the 
world, sat down and wept because 
there was no other world to conquer. 
The physical life offered him a great 
opportunity, but he realized Solomon’s 
sayings to be true: “Pleasures of wick- 
edness profit nothing”; and the wise 
man went on to say, “Riches profit 
not in the day of wrath.” But a great- 
er than Solomon is here, who said, 
“For what is aman profited, if he 
shall gain the- whole world, and lose 


his own soul? or what shall a man give 
in exchange for his soul?” But keep in 
mind that vision dominates life. Look- 
ing backward arrests progress. Re- 
member Lot’s wife, Genesis 19:26. 
Looking Christward saves. Numbers 
21:9; John 3:14, 15. Looking at diffi- 
culties depresses. Peter sinks, Matthew 
14:29, 30. Looking heavenward glori- 
fies. Acts 7:55. 

II. Life is mere existence without 
Christ. He said, “I am come that they 
might have life, and that they might 
have it more abundantly.” Also, “I am 
life.” If you exploit with Christ, you 
are exploiting with more abundant 
life. He further said, “If ye abide in 
me, and my words abide in you, ye 
shall ask what ye will, and it shall be 
done unto you,” John 15:7. A man be- 
gins life in Christ when he makes ad- 
ventures for Christ and discovers the 
possibilities that He affords us. The 
greatest opportunity Christ gives us 
after we become Christians is to tell 
the wonderful story of Jesus. We must 
adventure unafraid. 

To exploit with Jesus we must take 
advantage of each opportunity. 
Because opportunity wears only a 

forelock, 
Naught covers the back of its head; 
Then seize it while it approaches, 
Or forever count it dead. 

To successfully exploit with Christ, 
we should never become discouraged, 
because the difference in the quality 
and quantity of success is largely one 
of determination. Men succeed in pro- 
portion to their invincibility. If you 


can find a man’s quitting point, the 


place where he gives up, you can easily 
take his measurement. You cannot 
keep a determined person from suc- 
cess. If you put stumbling blocks in his 
way, he will make steppingstones out 
of them to lift him higher. Take away 
her eyesight, she will give the world 
thousands of beautiful songs. Put him 
in Bedford Jail for years, he will give 
to the world “Pilgrim’s Progress.” Put 
him in a log cabin, he will split rails

How many times we have heard the 
testimony, “I have given up all the 
world for Jesus.”

Where did 
Paul go for help or deliverance after 
God said, “My grace is sufficient’? 
Paul was afflicted for a purpose. 

Well, after we are God’s children, 
serving Him in every way we know 
how, aren’t all our trials for a pur- 
pose? If we don’t look at it in that 
light, can we say we belong entirely 
to Jesus? 
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When a person seeks medical aid, 
there is one of tWo things, (or in most 
cases both) which disturbs his mind. 
He is (1) afraid or unwilling to die or 


(2) he can’t endure pain... . but God is 
faithful, who will not suffer you to be 
tempted above that ye are able; but will 
with the temptation also make away to 
escape, that ye may be able to bear it.” 


A Christian’s escape from physical 
suffering is the same now as it was 
for Job, Turn to God and say, “O God, 
though you slay me, still will I trust 
in Thee.” Don’t yield to YOUR WILL 
of seeking aid elsewhere, but lose your 
will in the God who made us, in Jesus 
who loves us, and He will get glory 
out of our lives. Let us not seek man’s 
glory, but the glory of the One who 
created us. Let God have what little 
glory He can get from these human 
lives we must pass through before we 
can be made like unto Him. There is 
such a little bit we can do to repay 
the love of our Lord and King Eternal.

Text, Daniel 5:1-31 


The lights of Babylon are spark- 
ling. The streets leading to the great 
palace of King Belshazzar are beaten 
with the feet of princes, lords, and 
dignitaries. The invitations have been 
sent. Belshazzar is having a “whoopee” 
party. 

The palace is gaily decorated, and 
the air is filled with the almost noise- 
less feet of the dancers, and weird 
music of the sackbut and other in- 
struments of the musicians. 

What a night it is! Wine is flowing 
freely, The occasion is graced by a 
thousand lords in livery, and ladies 
in decollete gowns. Laughter and 
gaiety is prevailing in the banqueting 


hall of the great Belshazzar. 

A sense of staleness seems to grip 
the consciousness of the young ruler, 
and he seeks for a new “kick.” Sud- 
denly a satanic gleam seems to flash 
in his eyes, as he calls forth his 
servants, “Bring the golden vessels 
that my father Nebuchadnezzar took 
from the Temple at Jerusalem, and 
let the lords and ladies drink wine 
from these sanctified vessels of the 
Hebrews.”

ing it right into the churches. Just 
a while back, I turned on the radio 
to listen to a religious program over 
NBC, New York, and that great 
church choir, with a thousand trained 
voices, sang that modern jive song, 
“When I Begin the Beguine.” But 
thank God, even as Daniel took a 
stand against such unholy maneuver- 
ings in Belshazzar’s day, there are a 
few, who, in this present day, are 
also taking a stand for God and 
holiness. 

There comes a flash. The lights 
have been dimmed out, and there 
against the wall a hand is seen writ- 
ing the death knell of the haughty 
King Belshazzar. Astrologers and 
soothsayers, the best in Babylon, are 
sent to interpret the writing; but 
they all seem to be at a loss as to 
what it means. Then Daniel is thought 
of and brought before the king. His 
presence heretofore would have been 
the proverbial “wet blanket,” but now, 
in the king’s extremity, his presence 
is greatly desired. The message is one 
of judgment, and Daniel, without 
fear or favor, interprets the writing, 
“Thou art weighed in the balances, 
and art found wanting.” 

Whenever God is crowded out, it 
has always brought disaster. To the 
rich fool it was, “This day is thy soul 
required of thee.” For Dives it was 
“T am tormented in these flames.” To 
Belshazzar it meant death that very 
night, and his kingdom given to 
another. 

Like Daniel, there has always been 
a remnant whose hearts did follow 
after God. In the Dark Ages of the 
fifteenth century, it was Martin Lu- 
ther, the Son of the Reformation. In 
the eighteenth century, it was the 
Wesley brothers, In our present day, 
it was Martin Niemoeller, who took his 
stand against Hitler and his ruthless 
hand. Then there are such move- 
ments as The Church of God, The 
Assemblies of God, N.A.E., and other 
fundamental groups, declaring the 
truth of the virgin birth, the authen- 
ticity of the Bible, salvation through 
the blood, holiness, etc.; lifting their 
hands in protest against_the onslaught 
of Modernism, Communism, etc. 

There is going to be a call for 
steadfastness in these last days, and 
let us, as a group who really believe 
God, put on the whole armor of God, 
that we may be able to withstand 
against the powers of wickedness. It

It is astonishing how the 
young people are gripped with this 
gospel and are turning to God more 
than older ones who have hardened 
their hearts through unbelief and dis- 
obedience. The Church of God is grow- 
ing strong in Germany.—Hermann 
Lauster, Missionary. 


GAINING IN BERMUDA

in Bermuda. The island is small, only 
nineteen square miles, having about 
thirty thousand inhabitants; but it is 
very important, because it is the only 
piece of land between Great Britian 
and the United States in the Atlantic.

LIFE IS A BATTLE: It is a battle 
to meet our obligations, to meet neces- 
sities of life, to pay bills; a battle to 
raise good boys and girls. But, in the 
battle is where we win the victery for 
Christ. We must “fight the good fight 
of faith,” “be a good soldier.” Some- 
times our most severe conquest is 
where we accomplish the most. When 


we exploit with Christ, or adventure 
for him, or become his hero, we can 
say as Paul said, “I have fought a good 
fight, I have finished my course, I 
have kept the faith.” Then is when 
you will receive life, and receive it 
more abundantly.

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NORTH CAROLINA HAS IMPRES- 
SIVE ORDINATION SERVICE 
Rev. E. W. Williams, state overseer 

of North Carolina, was requested by 
the General Overseer, Rev. John C. 
Jernigan, to proceed with the ordina- 
tion of all male evangelists who had 
four years of service and were actively 
engaged in either pastoral or evange- 
listic work and met the general quali- 
fications required. This was in com- 
pliance with the ruling passed this last 
Assembly. All the district overseers, 
with other ministers, gathered at the 
large Kannapolis Church of God, by 
request of the State Overseer, and pro- 
ceeded to carry out the Assembly rul- 
ing and to ordain these good men who 
had served the Church of God faith- 
fully. 

Seven examining boards were ap- 
pointed by the state overseer and some 
forty or fifty applicants came before 
these boards to be examined, for either 
exhorter, evangelist, ordained evan- 
gelist, or bishop license. The applica- 
tions for bishop and ordained evan- 
gelist license were then passed on to 
a Supreme Examining Board, who 
checked the applications and work 
of the examining boards. 

Finally, after much toil and labor 
on the part of the applicants and the 
boards, we came to the great mass or- 
dination service, perhaps the largest 
ever held in any state in the history 
of the Church of God. This was cer- 
tainly an impressive service. The de- 
votional service was led by Rev. New- 
ton Ward. God’s great anointing rest- 
ed upon the singing and before the 
devotional service was ended, there 
was a grand and glorious feeling bless- 
ing everybody’s heart. Rev. Archie 
Luke sang, “When He Reached Down 
His Hand for Me.” Rev. Fuller ar- 
ranged a nice ministerial quartet, 
composed of Rev. Newton Ward, Rev. 
Lambert, Reverend Grogan, and him- 
self, with Archie Luke at the piano. A 
good solo was rendered by Reverend 
Lambert, “Don’t Forget to Pray.”

Have ye received the Holy Ghost since 
ye believed?

And they said, Unto 
John’s baptism. Then said Paul, John 
verily baptized with the baptism of 
repentance, saying unto the people, 
that they should believe on him which 
should come after him, that is, on 
Christ Jesus. When they heard this, 
they were baptized in the name of 
the Lord Jesus. And when Paul had 
laid his hands upon them, the Holy 
Ghost came on them; and they spake 
with tongues, and prophesied.

Like the whole burnt offering in 
the olden days, that was “wholly” 
the Lord’s, let us stay on the altar 
until the divine fire of God so con- 
sumes self, and illuminates us, that, 
like the disciples in the fourth chap- 
ter of Acts, people will have to take 
notice that we have been with the 
Lord. We can expect a greater mani- 
festation of the Holy Ghost in these 
last days than we have ever ex- 
perienced, if we will stay on our faces 
before God, as did Solomon of old, 2 
Chron, 7:1-3. We will have a greater 
outpouring and Pentecostal revival in 
our midst, to the extent of having the 
gifts of the Spirit in operation, in our 
assemblies.
